Proposed changes in pub- 
licity regulations divided 
members of the Student 
Council at this week’s ses- 
sion, held in room A-1. 

Publicity Commissioner 
Christine McNeil moved 
changes that involved post- 
ing of campus publicity re- 
garding the number of 
pieces, size of displays, possibil- 
ity of damage to school property, 
and safety hazards. Recommend- 
ed points include no posting of 
handbills in classrooms, no hand- 
bills over 8x11 or under 8x5 
inches, and no posting of ban- 
ners in any way that would be 
dangerous to those doing the 
posting. A lively discussion ended 
in a roll call vote. The recom- 
mendations were defeated 8 to 4. 

Council then voted to put the 
matter to a special committee, 
composed predominantly of those 
voting ‘‘no’”’, thus assuring de- 
feat of the proposals as they 
stand. 

Other items of new business 
were the approval of Susan 
Moore as chairman of Bill of 
Rights week, replacing Tex 
Roarke; and the awarding of the 
selling of football programs to 
the Veteran’s Club instead of 
Don Lions. 

Clubs Approved 

Council approved the charter 
of the Aviation Club, making it 
a new special interest campus or- 
ganization. The Young Demo- 
crats’ Club was also approved, 
with the announcement that the 
group had altered its constitut- 
ion to meet the standards of the 
state organization. 

Funds were voted to purchase 


Cokes for members of visiting 
pep squad members when they 
are on campus. 

During reports, Treasurer 
Kelly Murphy reported that to- 
tal sales of season ‘football tic- 
kets has equalled those of last 
year.

Judy Camblin, social commis- 
sioner, announced that ‘the 
Homecoming Dance would be 
called ‘““Regal Fantasy’, with the 
Don Beats providing the music.
